payment  is  not  made,  and 
no  property  to  deltrain  can 
be  found,  to  fell  the  fame, 
in  the  manner  he  is  herein 
before  directed  to  fell  lands 
entered    and  lying  within 
his  own  county. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enabl- 
ed, that  if  any  fuch  pur- 
chafer is  afterwards  legal- 
ly evicted  from  the  lands 
fopurchafed  by  a  prior  or 
better  claim,  he  lhall  have 
a  right  to  recover  by  action 
on  the  cafe  from  the  perfons 
whofe  lands  were  fold  for 
the  payment  of  the  tax, 
the  amount  of  the  tax  fo 
paid  to  the  ftieriff  for  fuch 
perfon,  for  the  lands  fo  pur- 
chafed  :  and  where  he  is  e- 
victcd  out  of  part  of  the 
land  only,  he  ihall  have  a  v 
right  to  recover  a  proporti- 
onable part  of  the  tax  paid 
to  the  ftieriff.  Where  the 
flierilf  fliall  expofe  any  part 
of  land  for  fale  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  w  icli  which 
it  is  charged,  and  it  will 
not  fell  for  the  fame,  it  fliall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county 
court    upon  proof  being 


made  or  Jie  fame,  to  cer- 
tify it  to  the  auditor,  who 
fliall  give  the  ftieriff  credit 
for  the  tax  with  which  fuch 
tracf  of  land  is  charged,  or 
fo  much  thereof  as  is  in  a- 
rears,  and  where  any  tracl: 
or  part  thereof  is  not  fold 
upon  being  expofed  as  a- 
forefaid,  and  the  tax  for 
the  fame  is  not  paid,  it  lhall 
be  the  duty  of  the  fheriff  to 
expofe  the  fame  annually, 
until  the  tax  is  paid  or  the 
land  is  fold  ;  and  no  ftie- 
riff or  his  deputy  fliall  di- 
rectly or  indireclly,  pur- 
chafe  any  lands  that  ihall 
be  expoled  to  fale  for  the 
payment  of  taxes,  and  any 
land  purchafed  by  a  fiierhf 
or  his  deputy,  or  any  other 
for  his  or  their  ufe  as  afore- 
faid, lhall  be  forfeited  to  the 
ftate. 

The  owner  of  every  lot 
in  a  town  fliall  pay  three 
lhillings  for  every  one  hun- 
dred pounds  of  value  to 
which  fuch  lot  is  appraifed 
exelufive  of  the  improve- 
ments thereon,  and  fo  in 
proportion  for  a  lefs  value. 
It  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commiflioners  to  affefs  or 
appraife  the  value  of  every 
lot  in  every  town  within 
his  dillricl,  from  the  belt 
information  he  can  get,  not 
taking  into  confideration 
the  improvement  thereon, 
which  fliall  not  be  appraif- 
ed ;  if  any  fuch  owner  of 
any  fuch  lot,  fhall  think 
himfelf  agrieved  he  ihall 
have  a  right  to  appeal  to 
the  next  county  court  who,  * 
upon  due  proof  being  made 
(hall  have  power  to  alter 
fuch  afleffed  or  approved 
value,  as  to  them  fhall  feem 
juft.  Where  any  lift  or 
lilts  delivered  to  a  fheriff 
as  aforefaid,  fliall  by  acci- 
dent or  otherwife  be  loll 
or  deftroyed,  fuch  ftieriff 
fhall  apply  to  the  county 
court  of  his  county  for  a 
copy  of  the  fame,  and  itfliali 
be  their  duty  to  direcct  their 
clerk  to  make  out  and  cer- 
tify a  true  copy  of  any  lilt 
or  lilts  loll  or  deltroyed  as 
aforefaid,  and  deliver  the 
fame  to  the  ftieriff. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  en- 
afted,  that  a  lift  of  all  infol- 
vents  and  of  fuch  perfons 
as  have  removed  out  of  the 
county  with  their  property 
fliall  be  returned  by  the 
fheriff  on  oath  to  the  coun- 
ty court,  which  lift  fo  far 
as  approved  of  and  allowed 
by  the  court,  fliall  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  the  auditor,  with 
an  account  of  the  tax  due 
from  any  perfon  who  may 


have  removed  out  of  the 
county,  together  with  tne 
name  of  the  county  to 
which  be  may  have  remov- 
ed ;  which  account  the  au- 
ditor ihaJl  immeuiaccly 
tranfmit  to  the  iherhf  of 
the  county  to  which  iuch 
perfonmay  have  removed, 
to  be  charged  on  his  bobls 
and  collected  and  acconnt- 
ed  for  according  to  law. 

Sec.  8.  Provided  ah* ays, 
y.tydJ}&  it  further  enacled,  that 
all  arears  of  taxes  due  for 
iaud,  {hall  be  charged  and 
collected  according  to  the 
clafc  in  which  each  traft  is 
placed,  and  where  any  per- 
ion  has  paid  the  tax  on  a- 
ny  trad  of  land  that  he 
or  me,  or  tenants  claiming 
under  him  or  her,  did  aeo' 
actually  refide  on  at  tne 
time  fuch  tax  was  paid  or 
any  pu't  thereof,  which 
will  appear  from  the  com- 
xmfftoners  lift,  fuch  per  ton 
mall  have  credit  for  the 
furplui  of  the  land  tax  (if  a- 
ny)  according  to  the  dais 
in  which  his  land  b  placed, 
ch  urging  him  only  with  the 
amount  of  the  tax  due  on 
hi;  or  her  tends  as  clafifed.

Provided  and  be 
it  farther  enacde  tt  that  the 
ieveral  fum;  of  money  on 
law  procefs,  alienations, 
feak,  or  otherwife,  paid  to, 
and  collected  by  the  feve- 
ral clerks  of  the  county 
courts,  and  courts  of  quar- 
ter femons,  (hall  be  annu-
